Jury Out Only

BOGOTA, Colombia, March 3,—-(4)— 
Suit today was filed in the Supreme 
court of Colombia in behalf of the 
South American Gulf Oil company, 
the Standard Oi] company of Califor- 
nia, the Caribbean syndicate and 
others td test the constitutionality of 
the emergency oil law adopted at the 
last session of congress and the execu- 
tive degree regulating it. 

Among other things, the plaintiffs 
contend that the law sets up a monopo- 
ly, deprives private land owners of sub- 
soil rights, and imposes confiscatory 
taxes on private developments. 

They also contend that the presai- 
dential decree is illegal and unconsti- 
tutional in that it exceeds the author- 
ity of the president and the minister 
of industries in regulating the law.

submit. 

One of Germany's biggest industry 
kings, Werner von Siemens, who, on 
Wednesday gave a Gargantuan feast 
for Berlin society, at which he himeeif 
conducted the Philharmonic orchestra, 
hit upon a plan to circumvent the 
law. He announced today that he was 
unable to carry on his business, so hé 
closed down the huge works, Siemens, 
Halske, Siemens, and Schukcert, em- 
ploying 40,000 men. This, not being 
nominally a lockout, does not infriage 
on the arbitrator's decision. Other

Carried to its logical conclusion, the new move- 
ment in the war department means that the whole 
tactical system must be revised. In the modern 
war of machinery, infantry, as such, will be used 
only to oceupy. positions captured by machine or 
to advance over country impassable to machinery. 
The long, thin line of prone infantrymen will pass 
into history. In modern warfare it is nothing 
short of absurd for deployed lines of infantry to 
lie on the military crests of hills, there to be 
blasted to bits by gnemy artillery as the Russian 
moujiks were in 29f5, or to march up to pillbox 
machine gun nests as the English Tomniles aia 
in 1917. 

Even slow moving tanks.cannot be hit, except 
by luck, by indirect artillery fire. . Machines, capa- 
ble of traveling crosg country and thereby able 
to avoid mapped roads and cross roads, could ad- 
vance, carrying guns or squads -of infantry~until 
they came within point blank ‘range of the enemy.

ROME, March 3.—Imposing funeral 
services were held today for Marshal 
Armando Diaz, Italian victor of Vit- 
torio Venetia. Scores of airplanes 
droned over Rome; cannons thundered 
and the Capitoline bell tolled, while 
the body of the marshal, borne on the 
shoulders of the highest military lead- 
ers, and escorted by Premier Benito 
Mussolini, Marshal Petain of France, 
Gen. Dubois, American Charge d’Af- 
faires Warren D. Robbins, Military At- 
tache Major Robert C. ‘Richardson, the 
British ambassador, and military at- 
taches from all the legations, all 
marching slowly afoot, was taken from 
the tomb of the Unknown Soldier to 
the church of Santa Maria Degli An- 
geli, where the funeral services were 
performed. 

Soldiers lined the streets between 
the tomb and the famous Michelangelo 
church where, following today’s funer- 
a@l services, the body will lie in state 
for three days. Nearly all the Roman 
populace seemed to be jammed along 
the route.

Neighbors and relatives, some of his 
wife’s own people, testified they be- 
lieved him temporarily deranged. Dr.

The I.‘C, stiburban service’ tow 
brings in more revenue than it costs. 
During the first calendar year of full 
electrification the accounts showed 
that the I. C. suburban income éx- 
ceeded the expense by $633,707. Gon- 
sidering the investment, the I. C. 
considers that it has the merit of not 
being a drain on the railroad treasury. 


Losses in Previous Year. 


In 1925 the I. C. figures the. outgo 
was $438,055 more than the commuter 
income, and im 1925 the figure was 
$645,014. But the officials anticipated 
electrification in 1925 and 1926 and did 
not make the repairs which continued 
steam offeration Would have necessi- 
tated. In 1924 the deficit was about 
$933,000, in 1923. it was around $964,- 
000, in 1922 it was reckoned at $806,- 
000, in 1921 it was about $970,000, and 
in 1920 it was reported as $974,000. 

On the basis of the five years pre- 
ceding 1925 the I. C. is about one and 
one-half million dollars better off today 
than it was in any of those five ears.

The 
rebeis undoubtedly believed the ma- 
rines, when attacked by a superior 
force, would try to retreat up the 
mountainside, and had machine gun- 
ners stationed in concealed positions 
part way up each side of the trail to 


cut off the retreat and then annihilate 


the men thus pocketed. 

O'Day, 
who was leading his column, was cut 
off from his’ command of 36 men, and 


from that time until the arrival of re-¢ 


inforcements 15 hours later, he found 
it imposible to join up with his com- 
mand. 

The attacked marines, who were es- 
corting & pack train of eighty animals 
in charge of native muleteers, imme- 
diately dropped to the ground, as no 
other cover was available, and began 
to answer the fire of the bandits. The 
marines only were supplied with 160 
rounds each, and were without bombs 
or hand grenades.

T ig an off year which does not pro- 
duce a grist of editoriais on the 


subject of dandelion greens, some 

of which are lovely peans of 
praise with struggles to give them 
some now mame like “ the spinach 
with a kick.” The tone of these is 
nearly always influenced by the 
esthetic as well as the digestive value 
of the dandelion. The plant is com- 
mended as 4 thing that when eaten 

* will make the old young, the sluggish 
vigorous, the fat ledn (it sweeps out 
refuse or wastes that clog one or two 
of our systems), the hungry satisfied, 
and the poor richer. I have these 

‘many years been making a collection 
of these editorials, for more than one 
reason, but one reason is that the 
cook books are so neglectful of this 
widely though perhaps humbly appre- 
ciated green. 

There is one more or less conspicu- 
ous fault with these dandelion edi- 
torials. They are usually printed late 

» @m the dandelion season, even as late 
as the last of May, while those who 
really know how to get dande s can 
begin, in some quite tempe zone 
localities, to dig them by the middle 
of March, and it is possible to go on 
from then to June to get our edible 
plants of different types and qualities, 
but always dandelions. 

Often in earliest March can find 
dandelions in the Italian markets. 
Those who have dug them have 
pushed aside heavy clumps of dry and 
matted dead grass to find this one of 
the first edible treasures of spring. 

Mustard and Cress. 

At this season many a seedling is 
grown for immediate edible use by 
ealad lovers. Mustard and cress will 
grow in a week on a wet flannel and 
they may be grown in little baskets of 
earth. It makes our salads daintier 
and far more piquant than they can be 
Without this partly bleached little ad- 

dition. 

The horseradish, both as a root and 
ms & green, has been higkly valued as 
something to heighten the favor of 
diets, which, through the winter, may 
have been somewhat insipid for lack 
of such items. Ali through the win- 
ter we. have had our chives, if we 
avalied ourselves of the market oppor- 
tunities, and radishes as well. Tho 
little chive puts any idea of 
‘ee human system may have to fight. 
Chopped fine, we use it over our salads 
and to give piquancy to sandwiches.

Cleaning Dandelions. 


The best way to clean dandelion. 


greens is to do it as you dig them. 
The mass of greens when brought into 
the house may present a rather dis- 
eeuraging task, while if you clean 
them out of doors you have the 
privilege of being out in the air, and 
algo where you can shake each plant 
migorousiy to remove from it any 
eke or dead grass and crumbs of 
* earth.

in many waters to remove all sand, 
gravel, and dead sticks. The best 
way to do is not to pour the water 
from them, but to lift the gfeens out 
of the water into a colander after each 
washing. 

Cooking Dandelions and Other Greens. 

Drop the clean dandelions into a 
large quantity of boiling water and 
leave them in for five to ten minutes 
after the water boils, according as they 
are a tender green or one slightly sun- 
burned. Then pour them into a col- 
ander and instantly pour cold water 
through them, or “sotse” them well 
in cold water, and drain. After they 
are well drained add to them a smal] 
amount of boiling water and cook them 
but a short time, when they should 
be tender. When they are tender 
equeeze or drain off the water and 
serve them with plain salt and butter, 
or you may slightly acidulate the but- 
ter with vinegar or lemon juice. 

The old-fashioned Way was to add 
plain vinegar to the greens, which*was 
to half defeat the high purpose for 
which one should eat greens. This is 
the simplest way to finish them, but 
there are others. This method of 
cooking the dandelion may be followed 
when cooking almost any of the spring 
greens, the length of time which they 
are blanched always depending wpon 
whether they are delicate and tender 
or slightly older and not so tender. 


Dandelions with Bacon Fat. 


Instead of using butter. on the 
cooked dandelions, hot bacon fat, with 
crisp bacon powdered, may be used for 
a change and is welcomed by those 
who have the old-fashioned taste for 
greens cooked with pork or bacon. 
In those days the greens were cooked 
far too long, so that the pork or bacon 
might be wholesome. Ten minutes of 
cooking will often make young dande- 
lions tender. 

Well buttered greens are delicious 
cold, if they have been well cooked. It 
is not necessary even to add a salad 
dressing, but an orange flavored 
French dressing is exceptionally at- 
tractive with them. To make it, rub 
a bowl with a clove of garlic, add a 
little salt according to taste-—half a 
teaspoon is ample and less may be 
used—and paprika to taste, which 


should be dissolved in the crange > 


juice, of which there should be one 
tablespoon to each two of oil. Whip 
the whole until creamy and serve. 
The juice of the blood orange, if it is 
obtainable, is the finest for this dress- 


ing. 
To Cook Leeks. 

A quick way to cook and serve 
leeks is to scald and blanch them 
and finish gently in a little water, 
then to serve fhem on toast buttered, 
in which case they are mild, almost 
as mild as fhe little scallion cooked 
in the same way. Really, the great 
point in cooking ‘them under any cir- 
cumstances is to keep them white, not 
allow them to grow gray. Often they

_ Cover the frame of the stabilizer— 
on the under side—in the same fash- 
ion. Don’t fold the tissue over the 
thread! Just allow about 1-32 inch 
of paper to extend beyond the thread 
on all sides. 

Now go to work on the wing, shown 
in Figure III. First, finish a strip of 
balsa to exactly 1-16 by % by 16 inches, 
This piece, when split in two, will be 
the two wing spars. Notice, in Fig- 
ure III, that the wing isn’t flat, but 
is bent to form a very flat V. This 
angle is called the dihedral angle. Its 
purpose is to give stability to the ship. 
If the wing were flat one wouldn't be 
able to fil the plane.

N furnishing a new house or re- 
decorating an old one, one of the 
first problems to be taken into con- 
sideration is that of wall treatment. 

The walis are undeniably one of the 
Prime factors in the achievement of 
@ truly livable and pleasing interior. 
During the last few years there has 
been an ever increasing demand for 
decorative wall papers. ‘Patterns suit- 
-@ble for use in every room are now 
being put upon the market at most 
reasonable prices. 

The main points to be considered in 
the selection of papers are their ap- 
propriateness to the furnishings for 
which they are to form a background, 
their depth and quality of coloring in 
relation to the exposure of the room, 
as well as their durability. They must 
be of a color and design, too, that will 
not become tiring after short associa- 
tion. Many a lovely room owes its 
lasting quality of charm to a pleasing 
wall treatment. 

Quite in keeping with the charac- 
ter of a2 most unusual breakfast room 
is @ modern paper of simple design. 
It is printed in a large checkered pat- 
tern of bluish green and white. Wood- 
Work and furyitire are painted bluish 
green. At the windows are long side 
curtains of amethy&t sunfast, over thin 
white glass curtains. Pads for the 
Chair seats are made of the same 
amethyst sunfast, tied on with black 
and white tassled cords, The floor is 
covered with plain black linoleum, 
waxed to a high gloss.

Realism in “Maya”

EW YORK.—([Special Correspondence.j—Again ‘the 
police are at Thalia’s door, threatening to back the 
wagon up to the Comedy theater and load on all and 
sundry who have had anything to do with the produc- 
tion of a play entitled “‘ Maya.”

With the backing of ‘a new

the power now to warn the owner 
or lessee of any theater in which 
an offensive play is produced that 
if it is not withdrawn promptly 
on police order they will padlock 
the house for a year. 

At least they may warn the 
owner that, if the court sustains 
their contention that the play is 
one “tending to corrupt the mor- 
als of youth,” his playhouse wil) 
be padiocked for a year. And not 
many theater owners or lessees 
are likely to take that risk. | 

*‘Maya,” written by . Simon 
Gantillon and translated by Ernest | 
Boyd, is another of the extremely modern dramas that has 
had the backing of many intellectuals in each of the cities 
in which it has been: produced,

London has been accepting it back of closed doors, Berlin 
has voted it a marvelous contribution to the theater. :

The play is frankly the biography of a prostitute in the 
Mediterranean seaport of Marseilles. But her author tries 
to see her as “a mythical personage, apparition, and illusion, 
vendor of pleasure and purveyor of dreams, terrible and 
kindly, like nature; Bella-Maya, woman and fay, raised from 
a particular sign to a symbol, only to relapse suddenly into 
the common measure of everyday life.”

She sings 
equally well in any of four languages 
and has committed to memory the 
soprano roles of one hundred and ten 
operas.

Thus Mr. Whitehead, placing the ace 
and jack of spades with Mr. Lorick, 
could see that two more leads of the 
suit would be necessary to establish it; 
he also realized that meanwhile he 
probably would be forced to play his 
ace of clubs entry. But having an- 
other possible entry in the queen of 
diamonds, and no good shift, Mr. 
Whitehead continued with spades, 
leading the 9 to force the jadk. Mr.

The case of Mrs, Burnham's baby 
was fully reported in the newsp< ders 
of Monday, Jan, 23.
